GARY GARONES GHOST 




Th* movie critics still all agree that Gary 
Garone wos the finest clown in Hollywood. He 
had spent two years with the Wells & loterly 
Circus before he decided to try his luck with the 
cinema. It seems almost fantastic but he was so 
upset when he took his screen test that it looked 
like a complete fizzle. I was watching him on 
the set that day. I was head cutter for the 
studio. . 

Now fet me get this straight about my work. 
You see a completed picture on the screen. But 
for the fifty thousand feet of film you witness, 
about three times that amount has been "shot" 
by the camera men. My job is to assemble all 
the film after it had been developed. Then I 
"cut" it down so that you see an hour and o 
half production instead of a long picture. Often 
I have to decide to "cut" out a particular shot 
of a movie star because It is unfavorable. 

Jeannie Darson never showed up well with 
her left profile. Thus I would "cut" out every 
shot showing her left profile. If necessary I 
could order a retake. So you can see that to 
some extent I was a big wheel in the movie 
industry. When Gary Garone walked off the 
set that day he figured he was finished. I 
watched the expression on his face. 

"The name is Joe Appert", I told, him as I 
extended my hand. He took it and shook hands 
with me. "Cheer up", I added. "You have that 
perfect natural sad expression on your face. I 
looked at your qualifications. Acting before a 
live circus audience is entirely different than 
acting on a set with the cameras trained on 
you. Come on over to my place. Relax. I'll see 
«/ou get another try-oat tomorrow". 



Gary Garone didn't even hove the price of 
a room in his pocket. He slept in my apartment 
and had o good breakfast with me. Then I 
got him into the studio. We set up another try- 
out and I showed the finished result three days 
later to Ben Karmon, top man of the productions 
in those days. 

"He's a natural", remarked Ben as we both 
watched the film on the screen in the small 
projection room. "And to think we almost lost 
him". 

For the next quarter of a century, Gary 
Garone made films for the one company. And 
he made a fortune for himself but he spent 
most of it. It was a favorite expression of his 
which went as follows; 

"Joe gave me my start. When I die he gets 
a million dollars. I got it in the Third National 
Bank". 

Gary had only one relative, a worthless 
nephew, Sam Garone. And not another living 
relative in the world. Gary hated Sam and the 
feeling was mutual. But Gary and I would 
spend a lot of time In the country. He enjoyed 
fishing. 

So he bought a large summer house with o 
private lake.

ported. He should have been dead when he hit 
the bottom. They rushed him to the hospital and . 
called me at once. They also called his attorney, 
Dave Sharfman. When I arrived at the hospital 
Gary was dictating his will with his last breath. 

"The million dollars go to Joe, Dave", he 
■aid. 

The attorney quickly wrote out the will in 
long hand. The witnesses were there. Gary had 
the pen in his hand and was about to sign the 
will when his nephew rushed intto the room. 

"What's going on?" he demanded in a loud 
boisterous voice. "I want to know"! 

Gary fell back on the bed — dead. Without 
signing the will! And we hod quite a court case. 
The judge was very sympathetic. 

"We all agree that it was the intent of the 
late and beloved Gary Garone to leave the 
million to you", he told me. "But the low is the 
low. Without his signature on the will the title 
to the money must pass to his nearest relative. 
He died intestate". 

I felt blue as could be. But what could I do? 
Sam Garone was in high spirits. He walked out 
of the courtroom and turned south on Pine 
, Avenue. As you Anow, from three blocks north 
on Pine Avenue, there is a steep hill. What hap- 
pened I learned from eye witnesses. Sam Garone 
crossed the street. A big truck stopped. There 
was a car parked near the curb. Apparently 
the jar moved the car and the brakes were 
loose. Sam never saw the car and it smashed 
into him. A driverless car had claimed a victim. 
Or was it a driverless car? If you want to 
meditate about the point, go ahead. 

Sam Garone was heir to a million — but 
dead. And Sam Garone himself didn't hove a 
single relative in the world. So we went to 
court again. This time to the Appeal Division 
and Judge Randell was most sympathetic. 

"If there ever was a situation in which the 
court wished it had the power to step in, surely 
this is it. But under the law the state takes 
title to the million dollars", was what he told 
me. 

I wot tired so I went up to the lake for some 
fishing and a bit of relaxation. The fresh air 
did me a lot of good. I fell asleep on the bed 
and had the dream. In it I saw Gary and this 
is what he told met 

"I premised you a million and yau will get it. 
Go dawn into the vault. Take out reels seven, 
fourteen, thirty two, sixty eight, and the fifteen 
storting from one hundred. You con use the 
cuts to make a picture starring me. 

The theme will be about a young man who 
wants to do serious acting and is really a 
straight funny man". 

I awoke in a cold sweat. Down I went and 
get the reels. We hod o projector in the place 
end fh« rest of the night until ten the next 



morning t wotehed those films. What Gary told 
me wos correct. So I spent the next two weeks 
cutting and re-assembling the scenes. Then I 
asked Ben Karmon to come into the projection 
room. 

"A surprise for you. That's why nobody else 
but you and myself are here", I told him. 

Ben Karmon watched a picture called? 
"Search For Success " starring Gary Garone, 
He was spellbound and when It was over he 
looked at me. 

"t don't get it, what is this oil about?" 

So J told him the dream and how I hod made 
the picture. We went to his office. He handed 
me a contract. 

"It's your picture by law. We will release it. 
Take our twenty per cent for distribution". 

The picture was a success. But the critics were 
all puzzled. When had this picture been made? 
"Before or after the death of the star", are 
actually the words that Jim Pearson used in his 
review of the picture. For he said this also: 
"There is something about the picture that has 
a touch of the unreal to it. I can't put my finger 
on it". 

Jim Pearson came to see me. I told him the 
entire story and he listened attentively. While 
we were speaking I received a phone call. My 
face turned completely pale and my hands were 
shivering. 

"What's wrong?" asked the movie critic* 

"My summer house went up into flames. 
And with it went every foot of film we have 
saved over the years". 

The two of us sat there for about half on 
hour before Jim Pearson spoke. "Maybe the 
ghost of Gary Garone did- it. We can see for 
ourselves. If you make a millionejn that picture, 
then he has kept his promise, rot o cent more. 
No doubt you could make many millions by 
using the same technique with the rest of the 
footage, had it not burned". 

The picture ran in the movie houses in this 
country and abroad. Then we got a peculiar 
message: The prints were fading out. We check- 
ed the negative and it too was fading out. So 
we called them all in. Then Ben Karmon and hit 
accountants got to work on how much was due 
to me on the film.
